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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency,  Charles  Foster,  Governor  of  Ohio: 

Dear  Sir  : The  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the  Education 

of  the  Blind  beg  leave  to  submit  the  forty-seventh  annual  report,  with 
the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  It  will  be  seen  by  these 
reports  that  the  past  year  has  been  successful  in  carrying  out  the  object 
for  which  the  Institution  was  founded.  The  financial  affairs  have  been 
managed  with  prudence  and  discretion,  with  no  greater  expense  than  was 
necessary  for  the  comfortable  maintenance  of  the  household.  Neces- 
sary repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made,  and  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  interior  of  the  house  has  been  much  improved.  The 
boys’  dormitories,  which  had  become  very  dingy,  have  been  painted,  and 
now  present  a fresh  and  neat  appearance.  The  stone  floors  of  the  corri- 
dors have  always  been  a source  of  irritating  dust  when  dry,  and  of 
dampness  and  unpleasant  odors  when  wet.  Several  years  ago  we 
painted,  as  an  experiment,  some  portion  of  the  first  floor  of  these  halls. 
We  have  continued  this  painting  from  time  to  time,  until  this  year  we 
have  completed  all  the  corridor  floors  except  the  fourth  story  and  the 
rear  of  the  house.  We  have  also  completed  the  painting  of  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  the  corridors.  We  have  painted  the  walls  and  ceilings 
of  five  school  rooms;  three  had  been  previously  painted,  so  that  now 
all  the  school  rooms  and  public  halls,  except  the  chapel,  have  a 
finish  in  keeping  with  their  public  character.  The  rooms  of  the  help 
have  been  papered,  and  apparatus  cases  have  been  made  in  some  of  the 
school  rooms.  The  iron  fence  around  the  grounds  was  painted  by  our 
own  men,  with  no  extra  expense  for  labor. 

Without  going  into  further  details,  we  would  state  that  we  are  sat- 
isfied that  the  money  appropriated  for  repairs  and  improvements,  for 
furniture,  bedding,  etc.,  has  been  judiciously  expended  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Steward. 

In  all  public  buildings  which  are  in  constant  use  repairs  are  neces- 
sary every  year.  Furniture,  bedding  and  school  apparatus  will  wear  out, 
breakage  will  occur;  coal  smoke  and  dust  will  mar  the  cleanest  walls; 
paint  and  varnish  must  be  renewed  in  order  to  preserve  the  house 
from  injury.  We  call  attention  to  the  appropriations  asked  for  in  this 
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report,  confident  that  they  are  all  needed  for  the  best  and  most  econom- 
ical care  of  the  house  and  good  of  the  inmates.  The  appropriation  for 
painting  and  varnishing  is  needed  to  paint  the  window  sashes  and  to 
complete  the  varnishing  of  the  wood  work,  which  has  not  been  done 
since  the  house  was  finished.  We  last  year  asked  for  a sum  sufficient 
to  paint  the  chapel  and  make  it  worthy  of  the  prominent  public  use 
which  is  necessarily  made  of  the  room.  We  failed  in  getting  a sufficient 
amount  to  do  the  work  properly.  We  ask  this  year  for  an  additional 
sum,  so  that  this  necessary  work  may  be  done  in  a way  creditable  to 
the  State. 

The  mortar  in  the  stone  coping  which  protects  the  roof  at  various 
points  has  fallen  out,  and  the  stones  have  in  some  instances  slipped, 
leaving  openings  through  which  the  water  works  into  the  roof  to  the 
injury  of  the  building.  Some  of  the  gutters  also  need  repairing.  We 
ask  on  this  account  a somewhat  larger  appropriation  for  the  ordinary 
repairs  than  we  should  otherwise  need. 

Three  of  our  boilers,  which  have  been  in  use  for  more  than  ten  years, 
are  getting  so  worn  and  leaky  as  to  be  unsafe.  It  is  not  good  economy 
to  run  risks  where  life  and  property  are  concerned.  We  ask  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  two  large  boilers  which  will  be  better  adapted  to  our  use 
than  the  old  ones. 

The  horses  belonging  to  the  Institution  have  become  reduced  to 
two.  One  of  these  is  very  old,  and  the  other  is  unsound.  We  hope  that 
the  request  for  a sum  sufficient  to  purchase  suitable  horses  for  our  use 
will  be  granted. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  our  pupils  should  have  ample  outdoor  walks 
free  from  mud  and  water.  Our  concrete  pavements  furnish  them  such 
walks,  but  they  are  wearing  out  and  need  resurfacing.  The  longer  this 
work  is  delayed  the  more  expensive  it  will  be.  There  is  a part  of  our 
roadway  which  has  not  been  covered  with  concrete,  which  would  furnish 
a tine  additional  waik  for  our  girls,  so  if  covered.  We  ask  for  a 
sum  sufficient  to  make  this  new  roadway,  and  to  resurface  the  old  roads 
and  walks. 

We  have  for  several  years  hoped  that  we  might  be  able  to  open  and 
improve  a street  through  from  Main  street  to  Town,  so  that  all  our 
heavy  teaming  might  reach  the  rear  of  our  premises  by  way  of  Town 
street  and  the  new  street  which  we  propose  to  open.  We  ask  leave  to 
open  this  street,  and  an  appropriation  to  make  it  a suitable  roadway  for 
heavy  teaming. 

The  piece  of  land  adjoining  our  grounds  on  the  north,  so  much 
needed  bv  the  Institution,  has  been  divided  into  lots.  A sewer  leading 
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to  the  grounds  has  been  constructed,  and  Town  street  in  front  has  been 
improved.  Three  of  the  lots  have  been  sold  at  rates  which  would  make 
the  value  of  the  whole,  thirty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  which  is  seventeen  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  more 
than  Mr.  Parsons  asked  for  the  land  last  year.  The  land  with  its  im- 
provements can  probably  be  purchased  for  the  sum  we  mention  in  our 
table  of  suggested  appropriations.  If  the  State  does  not  buy  it,  these  lots 
will  be  sold,  buildings  will  be  erected  upon  them,  and  barns  and  out- 
houses will  be  placed  in  near  proximity  to  the  Institution.  We  submit 
the  question  whether  the  State  of  Ohio  can  afford  to  let  an  important 
public  Institution  suffer  in  that  way;  whether  it  is  not  better  even  now 
to  buy  the  land  with  all  the  improvements,  rather  than  suffer  the  beauty 
of  the  building  to  be  marred  and  the  health  of  the  inmates  endangered 
by  a state  of  things  which  can  now  be  prevented? 

We  submit  the  following  as  the  sums  which,  in  our  judgment,  ought 
to  be  appropriated  for  the  different  wants  of  the  Institution  for  the  com- 
ing year :

The 
two  examinations  of  the  term  showed  good  progress  and  faithful  work 
on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils.

No  change  has  taken  place  in  our  corps  of  officers  and  teachers  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  No  serious  epidemic  has  visited  the  household. 
Three  deaths  occurred  among  our  pupils  last  term.  The  first,  that  of 
Martha  Kneisel,  mentioned  in  the  last  report;  Katie  Jones,  a young 
woman  of  23  years  of  age,  subject  to  brain  disease,  died  of  brain  fever, 
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December  23d,  1882  ; and  Minnie  Orr,  aged  16,  died  of  peritonitis,  Feb- 
ruary 3d,  1883. 

In  our  instruction  the  past  year  we  have  realized  the  value  of  ap- 
paratus in  imparting  knowledge  to  the  blind.  The  apparatus  which  we 
have  been  enabled  to  purchase  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  us.  The  pupils  have  taken  an  increased  interest  in 
those  studies  illustrated  by  it.  In  teaching  the  blind,  touch  and  hear- 
ing must  in  great  part  take  the  place  of  sight.  Hence,  the  teacher 
must  impart  instruction  both  by  word  of  mouth  and  by  means  of  tangi- 
ble books  and  apparatus.  The  teacher  may  describe  orally  an  object  in 
nature,  or  a process  in  physics,  but  the  blind  pupil  will  not  receive  an 
adequate  idea  without  some  representation  of  the  object  or  process  that 
shall  appeal  to  his  touch  or  hearing.  The  teacher  of  geography  may  be 
trying  to  explain  the  shape  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  Let  a model  of  the 
State  be  put  into  the  pupil’s  hand  and  he  comprehends  at  once.  Or  the 
teacher  of  zoology  "may  be  describing  a certain  species  of  animal;  a 
specimen,  either  living  or  stuffed,  is  examined  by  touch  and  its  pecu- 
liarities are  known  at  once.  The  teacher  of  physics  may  be  explaining 
the  form,  variety  and  use  of  the  lever ; a few  touches  of  the  hand  upon 
a real  lever  puts  the  thought  in  the  pupil’s  mind,  never  to  be  effaced. 
While  we  never  cease  to  value  in  the  highest  degree  experienced  and 
skillful  teachers,  who  can  readily  and  clearly  present  instruction  to  the 
blind,  still,  experience  fully  confirms  our  previous  expressions  of  the 
importance  of  having  a liberal  supply  of  books  and  apparatus  that  can 
be  used  by  the  blind.  Accordingly,  we  have  asked  from  time  to  time 
appropriations  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  apparatus  for  the  use  of 
the  school.  We  this  year  ask  for  a further  appropriation  for  the  same 
purpose  that  we  may  supply  the  place  of  that  which  is  worn  out  and 
add  to  what  we  already  have.  To  give  the  public,  especially  those  who 
contemplate  sending  children  here,  an  idea  of  our  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion in  addition  to  the  living  voice,  I will  give  a general  view  of  the 
apparatus  used  in  the  dtfferent  departments  of  the  school. 

First,  in  the  literary  department  we  have  books  in  raised  line  and 
point  print,  consisting  of  books  of  general  literature  and  text-books. 
We  have  not,  however,  a series  of  text-books  upon  all  subjects  taught. 
We  cannot  use  such  books  so  generally  as  in  school  for  the  seeing,  but 
they  are  a valuable  help  as  books  of  reference.  The  bo-ks  which  we 
have  procured  of  late  have  come  from  the  congressional  fund  appropri- 
ated for  the  use  of  the  blind  in  this  country.  We  have  a supply  of 
spelling  frames  with  separate  letters  to  use  with  them.  These  are  very 
useful  in  the  primary  department,  not  only  in  the  teaching  spelling, 
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but  also  in  giving  practice  in  the  use  of  the  hands.  For  the  study  of 

» 

Geography  we  have  about  twenty  maps,  both  wall  maps  and  dissected 
maps.  Dissected  maps  have  each  state  or  division  of  country  a separate, 
movable  piece,  so  that  it  can  be  taken  out  and  examined  by  itself. 


ZOOLOGY. 

For  the  illustration  of  Zoology  we  have  the  following  specimens : 
Of  the  invertebrates,  corals,  sponges,  mollusks,  sea-urchins,  and  crusta- 
ceans. Of  the  vertebrates  we  have  the  birds  of  Ohio  and  a few  of  the 
mammals.  We  have  had  printed  an  outline  and  glossary  of  the  subject 
of  zoology. 

GEOLOGY. 

In  Geology  we  have  fossils  from  Ohio  formations,  iron  ores,  fire-clays, 
sandstones,  limestones,  and  coals  of  Ohio.  We  have  also  some  models  of 
crystals  and  a collection  of  minerals  from  Ward,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Upon  this  subject  we  have  two  human  skeletons,  and  various  models 
showing  the  structure  of  the  lungs,  heart,  brain,  skin,  ear,  eye,  larynx, 
structure  of  movable  joints,  and  the  position  of  the  organs  of  the  trunk. 
We  have  also  upon  this  subject  in  raised  print  an  outline  and  glossary 
of  technical  terms. 


GEOMETRY. 

In  this  subject  we  have  sets  of  geometrical  figures  of  plain  Geometry 
and  also  an  outline  and  glossary  of  geometrical  terms  in  raised  print. 

CHEMISTRY. 

We  have  a limited  amount  of  specimens,  chemical  apparatus  and 
chemicals  ; also  a number  of  specimens  illustrating  industrial  chemistry. 

PHYSICS. 

In  Physics  we  have  apparatus  to  illustrate  the  following:  The 

essential  relations  of  n atter  and  force,  rotary  and  tangential  forces,  the 
principles  of  machinery;  instruments  for  determining  the  force  of 
gravity,  center  of  gravity,  and  equilibrium  of  liquids,  and  the  application 
of  the  principles  of  gravitation  to  machinery;  also  a barometer  and  air 
pump. 
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We  have  apparatus  for  the  production  and  measurement  of  sound 
waves,  for  the  determining  of  pitch,  intensity  and  quality  of  sound.  We 
have  pieces  of  heat-producing  apparatus,  thermomultiplier  and  other 
instruments  for  qualitative  and  quantitative  determination  of  heat  We 
have  apparatus  to  illustrate  the  process  of  vaporization,  for  the  quanti- 
tative determination  of  specific  heat,  and  models  of  a low  pressure  and 
of  a high  pressure  steam  engine.  We  have  apparatus  for  illustrating 
the  principles  of  electricity  and  magnetism,  instruments  and  machines 
for  obtaining  electricity  by  friction  and  by  induction,  condensers  and 
batteries;  galvanic  batteries,  galvanometer  and  telegraph  instruments. 
We  have  also  for  this  subject  an  outline  and  glossary  of  technical  terms 
in  raised  print. 

Second,  in  the  Musical  department  we  have  for  regular  use  17  pianos, 

1 pipe  organ,  4 cabinet  organs,  and  the  various  stringed  and  wind  instru- 
ments necessary  to  an  orchestra.. 

Third,  the  Industrial  department.  For  giving  instruction  in  this 
department  we  have  4 sewing  machines  — 1 Domestic,  1 Household,  and 

2 Singers;  2 Frantz  & Pope  knitting  machines,  17  vises  for  cane-seating, 
10  broom-machines  and  7 presses  for  sewing  brooms. 

TUNING  DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  branch  of  the  industrial  department  we  have  in  use  six  sets 
of  tuning  tools,  six  old  pianos  for  giving  instruction  in  tuning  and 
repairing,  specimens  of  grand,  square,  and  upright  actions,  and  several 
models  of  actions.  We  also  keep  for  use  in  this  department  various 
materials  needed  in  the  repairing  of  pianos. 

In  none  of  these  departments  is  our  supply  of  apparatus  complete. 
In  the  different  sciences,  especially  Physics,  Physiology,  ;ind  Geology, 
we  need  much  more  than  we  now  have.  In  the  musical  department  we 
need  more  pianos  and  other  instruments  for  present  use,  and  to  satisfy 
the  increasing  demand.  We  need  at  least  three  additional  pianos,  and 
some  of  the  old  ones  need  new  actions. 

In  the  industrial  department  we  could  use  to  advantage  several  new 
broom  machines.  And  ff>r  instruction  in  tuning  and  repairing  pianos 
we  are  in  want  of  better  facilities.  The  need  of  apparatus  will  be  a 
constant  one  for  some  time  to  come,  at  least  until  we  are  well  provided 
for.  But  we  shall  always  need  to  supply  the  place  of  what  may  be 
broken  or  worn  out. 

The  Institution  exists  not  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  the  blind,  but 
for  the  purpose  of  instructing  them.  And  although  their  board  is  the 
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greatest  item  of  expense,  yet  the  school  and  its  interests  are  the  main 
object  of  all  that  is  done  in  and  for  the  Institution.  We  do  not  carry  on 
the  school  that  we  may  have  an  excuse  for  boarding  the  inmates,  but  we 
board  and  care  for  the  pupils  that  we  may  educate  them.  Henc*,  the 
funds  appropriated  for  means  and  facilities  for  education  should  be  lib- 
eral in  order  that  we  may  with  the  greatest  efficiency  carry  out  the  ob- 
ject for  which  the  Institution  was  established. 

The  following  will  show  something  of  what  the  industrial  depart- 
ment has  done  during  the  year: 

Fifty-nine  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  have  come  in  from  sales  of 
bead  work,  besides  the  work  done  by  pupils  for  themselves,  which  is 
sold  for  their  benefit.

In  the  broom  shop  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  dozen  brooms  were 
made  last  year.  The  Institution  used  as  many  as  were  needed,  andfthe 
remainder  were  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  State. 

In  the  cane-seating  shop  eighteen  chairs  have  been  re-seated  for’the 
Institution,  ten  for  persons  outside  of  the  house,  and  two  hundred  and 
sixty-six  new  seats  have  been  made  for  one  of  the  factories  in  the  city. 
For  the  outside  work  compensation  was  received. 

The  tuning  department  has  done  all  the  tuning  of  pianos  for  the 
house,  and  some  for  outside  parties.  Probably  the  money  value  of  work 

B.A. 
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done  by  this  department  could  be  reasonably  estimated  at  two  hundred 
dollars. 

We  do  not  expect  that  the  receipts  from  work  accomplished  in  the 
industrial  department,  as  a whole,  will  pay  the  whole  expense  of  ma- 
terials, tools  and  machinery,  and  waste  and  wear  of  same,  and  also  the 
cost  of  instruction.  The  work  is  apprentice  work,  and  that,  too,  of  those 
who  are  at  a great  disadvantage  in  learning  any  kind  ol  handicraft. 

The  main  design  of  our  industrial  department  is  not  to  make 
money,  but  to  train  hand  and  brain  in  some  kind  of  handicraft  which 
will  render  our  pupils  useful  to  themselves  and  to  others.  Training  in 
one  trade  fits  one  not  only  for  that  special  work,  but  also  in  some  meas- 
ure for  any  kind  of  business  the  person  may  choose  to  follow.  One  of 
the  most  important  qualities  for  any  one  to  possess  is  the  disposition  to 
work.  A person  who  allows  himself  to  be  idle  for  a long  time  loses  in 
some  measure  this  disposition.  And  one  who  was  brought  up  in  idle- 
ness may  never  acquire  it.  The  want  of  this  principle  has  ruined 
thousands  of  young  men.  Now  this  is  one  of  the  evil  tendencies  of 
blindness.  It  is  often  the  case  that  a blind  child  is  not  taught  to  do 
anything,  sometimes  not  allowed  to,  and  he  grows  up  thinking  that  he 
can  do  nothing,  and  acquires  no  disposition  to  exert  himself  for  any 

useful  purpose.  To  overcome  and  counteract  this  tendency  is  one  very 
important  object  of  the  industrial  department  in  an  Institution  like 
this.  If  the  blind  man  does  not  in  after  life  follow  the  particular  trade 
learned  here,  he  will  acquire  industrious  habits,  a disposition  to  do 
something  useful,  which,  if  it  does  not  completely  support  him,  will  at 
least  keep  him  from  vicious  ways,  and  preserve  him  in  a healthy  frame 
of  body  and  mind. 

In  closing  we  would  express  our  gratification  that  pupils,  employes, 
officers  and  teachers  have  so  harmoniously  worked  together  for  the  good 
of  the  Institution.  With  earnest  hopes  that  this  Institution  in  the  fu- 
ture, even  more  than  in  the  past,  may  fulfill  the  great  object  of  educat- 
ing the  blind  of  Ohio  into  all  that  goes  to  make  up  true  nobility  of 
character,  we  respectfully  submit  the  forty-seventh  annual  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  annual  report. 

During  therpast  year  two  deaths  occurred — one  from  tubercular  peri- 
tonitis, the  other  from  brain  fever.  Measles  appeared  in  the  Insti- 
tution and  rapidly  infected  all  susceptible  to  the  disease.  Owing  to 
previous  epidemics  of  late  years  there  were  only  twenty-five  cases  of  the 
disease.  They  all  made  perfect  recoveries.  Catarrhal  affections  of  the 
air  passages,  and  especially  catarrhal  sore  throat,  were  of  frequent  oc- 
currence during  the  winter  months.  All  the  cases  yielded  kindly  to 
treatment.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution  is  excep- 
tionally good,  and  mirrors  the  faultless  care  and  effort  of  those  in  charge. 
There  is  never  detected,  anywhere  in  the  building,  that  “hospital  odor” 
so  common  to  large  institutions  of  a similar  character.  This  bespeaks 
absolute  cleanliness  and  ample  ventilation.  It  is  pleasant  to  speak  of 
the  attention  given  to  the  sick  by  the  matrons.  Special  credit  is  due  to 
these  faithful  ladies  for  their  services  and  devotion  to  the  afflicted.  It 
has  been  observed  in  various  instances  that  children  have  been  sent  to 
the  Institution  who,  on  account  of  poor  health  or  physical  debility,  are 
positively  unfitted  tof  meet  the  requirements  of  an  educational  institu- 
tion, and  thus  become  invalids  instead  of  pupils.  In  this  way  a double 
duty  is  imposed  upon  the  matrons  and  others.

SUGGESTIONS. 


To  the  Parents  and  Guardians  of  Blind  Children  and  Youth : 

The  age  at  which  it  is  best  for  children  to  enter  the  institution  depends  very 
much  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  families  to  which  they  belong.  If  they  can  be 
under  good  influences  at  home,  can  have  the  care  of  mothers  and  sisters,  can  take 
exercise  in  the  open  air,  can  be  taught  the  use  of  words,  can  learn  to  count,  and  per- 
form some  of  the  operations  of  arithmetic,  and  commence  learning  to  read,  it  is 
unquestionably  better  for  them  to  remain  at  home  until  they  are  ten,  or  perhaps 
twelve  years  old  ; but  if  they  cannot  receive  proper  care,  and  be  taught  some  of  these 
things,  they  should  come  at  the  age  of  eight  or  nine  years.  Those  who  enter  at  this 
early  age  need  not  necessarily  attend  every  year  until  their  pupilage  expires.  After 
learning  to  read,  and  making  a good  beginning  in  other  studies,  they  may  spend  a 
year  at  home  now  and  then,  and,  by  a little  aid  from  their  friends,  may  be  constantly 
improving,  or  at  least  be  prevented  from  forgettiug  what  they  have  learned. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  things  which  may  be  learned  at  their  homes,  as 
well  as  after  they  enther  the  institution : 

1.  To  count  and  number,  and  to  add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide,  etc. 

2.  The  multiplication  table. 

3.  To  spell  common  words,  beginning  with  monosyllables. 

4.  The  meaning  of  common  words. 

5.  The  letters  in  raised  print. 

6.  Items  of  general  information.  Every  blind  cbild  of  six  or  seven  years  old 
should  know  the  points  of  the  compass,  the  name  of  the  town,  county  and  State  in 
which  he  lives,  the  number  of  counties  in  the  State,  and  of  States  in  the  Union,  etc. 

7.  Facts  in  geography  and  history  may  be  added  as  they  can  be  understood. 

8.  Hymns,  verses  of  Scripture,  and  select  passages  of  prose  and  poetry,  which 
they  can  understand,  should  be  committed  to  memory;  these  will  furnish  them 
subjects  of  thought  when  they  are  alone,  of  conversation  when  they  are  in  company. 

9.  Singing  common  tunes,  or  playing  some  simple  instrument. 

10.  There  is  no  reason  why  a blind  child  should  not  commence  attending  the 
district  or  other  school  with  his  seeing  brothers  and  sisters,  and  take  part  in  the  ex- 
ercises in  spelling,  mental  arithmetic,  geography,  etc.;  indeed,  in  everything  except 
reading. 

Blind  children  can  learn  everything  which  can  be  taught  by  conversation,  and 
by  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  examine  and  handle  objects,  just  as  well  as  those 
who  have  sight;  and  there  is  no  reason  why  their  education  should  not  be  com- 
menced as  early  as  that  of  seeing  children.  Indeed,  instead  of  being  neglected  be- 
cause they  are  blind,  they  should  be  taught  with  more  care.  During  the  last  ten 
years,  the  parents  of  a number  of  blind  children  have  written  to  me,  as  here  re- 
quested, and  then  pursued  the  course  above  recommended.  The  result  is  that  their 
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children  enter  the  institution  with  as  much  knowledge  and  discipline  as  they  could 
acquire  in  one  or  two  years  of  tuition  here,  and  their  future  progress  is  much  more 
easy  and  rapid  than  that  of  those  who  have  had  no  such  training  at  home. 

I will  furnish  a copy  of  the  alphabet,  in  raised  print,  to  the  parents  of  any  blind 
child  who  will  give  me  their  names  and  post-office  address,  and  shall  take  great 
pleasure  in  giving  any  information  which  they  may  wish  in  relation  to  books  or 
other  things  pertaining  to  the  instruction  of  such  children  at  home,  or  in  regard  to 
their  admission  to  the  institution.  For  such  information,  please  address  G.  L.  Smead, 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

After  pupils  have  entered  the  institution,  it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
present  every  day  while  they  profess  to  attend.  There  is  but  one  session  in  the  year. 
On  account  of  the  discomfort  and  the  great  risk  of  health,  etc.,  to  the  blind  from 
traveling  in  winter,  it  has  never  been  customary  to  have  a vacation  or  recess  at  the 
holidays,  and  parents  are  earnestly  advised  not  to  encourage  their  children  to  think 
of  visiting  home  at  that  time.  We  observe  as  holidays,  Thanksgiving,  Christmas, 
February  22d,  and  May  day.  These  we  endeavor  to  make  as  pleasant  to  the  pupils 
as  possible.  Between  Christmas  and  New  Year  the  classes  go  on  as  at  other  times, 
and  scholars  cannot  be  absent  for  a week  or  more  then  without  great  loss  to  them- 
selves, and  great  inconvenience  to  teachers;  much  greater  than  would  be  the  case 
with  other  scholars,  because  here  the  instruction  is  given  almost  entirely  by  the 
teacher,  and  the  scholar  who  is  absent  cannot  make  up  the  missing  lessons  by 
studying  them  from  books.  The  only  possible  way  is  for  the  teacher  to  sit  down  and 
do  all  the  work  over  again.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  pupil  must  suffer  the  incon- 
venience of  his  loss  during  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

It  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  secure  to  our  pupils  the  greatest  possible  amount 
of  benefit  from  the  limited  time  allowed  them  here.  For  this  purpose,  after  our 
younger  pupils  have  attended  one  or  two  years,  they  are  advised  to  remain  at  home 
a year  or  more,  and,  if  practicable,  to  attend  school  with  their  seeing  brothers  and 
sisters.  Many  have  done  this,  and,  instead  of  forgetting  what  they  acquired  here, 
have  learned  half  or  two-thirds  as  much  as  they  would  have  done  in  our  classes. 
Besides  the  advantage  gained  from  their  greater  maturity  when  they  return,  and  the 
consequent  ability  to  understand  better  what  is  here  taught,  and  to  appreciate  the 
valuable  opportunities  the  institution  affords,  these  children  learn  much  by  thus 
associating  with  other  children  ; the  tendency  to  imitate  manners  or  habits  pecu- 
liar to  the  blind  is  obviated. 

The  same  plan  has  been  pursued  by  our  older  pupils,  especially  those  who  expect 
to  engage  in  teaching;  and  it  has  been  found  that  by  remaining  at  home  a year  or 
more  before  spending  the  last  year  of  their  pupilage,  reviewing  and  digesting  what 
they  have  learned,  ascertaining  tlteir  deficiencies,  etc.,  they  are  able,  when  they 
return,  to  accomplish  as  much  during  the  last  year  as  they  might  have  done  in  two 
had  they  not  allowed  their  minds  thus  to  mature. 

The  blind  are,  for  the  most  part,  to  spend  their  lives  among  those  who  have 
sight.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  all  who  have  the  oversight  of  them  to  render  them 
as  much  like  the  seeing  as  possible.  They  should  be  carefully  guarded  against 
orming  any  habits  which  will  be  disagreeable  to  others.  The  blind  are  always 
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noticed  by  strangers,  and  their  manners  and  habits  observed  more  particularly  than 
those  of  other  persons ; hence,  it  is  a very  great  kindness  to  them  to  prevent  them 
from  acquiring  unsightly  habits,  or  to  correct  them  if  such  have  been  formed, 

Parents  should  be  especially  careful  to  prevent  their  boys  from  forming  the 
habit  of  using  tobacco  ; its  influence  on  all  who  begin  to  use  it  before  reaching 
maturity  is  especially  injurious,  but  it  is  even  more  so  to  the  blind  than  to  most 
others.  Be  assured  it  is  no  kindness  to  them  to  be  allowed  to  form  any  such  habits. 

Much  effort  has  been  used  to  make  the  opportunities  here  provided  known  to 
the  adult  blind,  and  to  induce  them  to  enter  as  soon  as  possible  after  loss  of  sight. 
The  importance  of  beginning,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  labor  as  blind  men,  can  not 
be  over-estimated.  Every  month’s  delay  renders  it  more  difficult  for  them  to  learn, 
and  makes  them  more  awkward,  to  say  nothing  of  the  moral  influence  of  idleness, 
and  the  feeling  of  helplessness  and  dependence  which  must  attend  the  person  who 
feels  that  he  is  doing  nothing  for  himself  or  others. 

It  has  been  customary  to  encourage  our  workmen  to  locate  in  the  neighborhood 
in  which  they  are  acquainted,  rather  than  to  look  to  the  institution  for  employment, 
or  to  seek  it  in  large  towns.  The  wisdom  of  this  plan  is  proved  by  the  experience 
of  every  year.  A village  of  a few  hundred  inhabitants,  with  the  surrounding  country 
population,  will  usually  furnish  employment  for  a broom-maker  during  the  year, 
and  the  adjacent  country  will,  in  most  parts  of  the  State,  produce  all  the  broom-corn 
he  will  need,  so  that  he  can  obtain  his  material  at  every  little  cost  for  transportation. 
For  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  years  hardly  an  individual  of  ordinary  force  of  char- 
acter, who  has  pursued  this  course,  and  labored  with  perseverance  and  industry,  has 
failed  to  make  a respectable  livelihood,  while  many  have  succeeded  as  well  as  the 
average  of  seeing  persons. 

The  experience  of  many  men  warrants  the  statement  that  any  blind  man  who 
has  energy,  and  is  disposed  to  be  industrious,  can  in  a short  time  learn  to  make  corn- 
brooms,  and  become  able  to  support  himself.  The  machinery  necessary  to  carry  on 
this  business  costs  only  forty-five  dollars.  There  are  now  in  this  State  many  blind 
persons  who  are  earning  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  dollars,  or  more,  each 
year,  instead  of  being  supported  in  idleness,  at  a cost  to  their  friends  of  two  hundred 
to  three  hundred  dollars  per  year.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION,  Etc. 


Applications  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  “Superintendent  of  the 
Institution  for  the  Bliud,  Columbus,  Ohio,”  and  should  state  the  name,  residence 
and  post-office  of  the  applicants’  parent  or  guardian,  and  the  supposed  cause  of 
blindness.  Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years. 
Their  time  in  the  institution  is  regulated  by  the  statute  of  1879. 

Persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  it  free  from  bad  habits,  can  enter  the 
institution  for  one  year  to  learn  a trade.  Persous  of  this  class  have  an  opportunity 
to  hear  instructive  reading  in  the  evening  ; they  are  expected  to  be  present  at  morn- 
ing and  evening  worship,  and  to  attend  church  on  the  Sabbath,  like  other  pupils. 
A man  of  active  mind,  apd  some  acquaintance  with  the  use  of  tools,  can  learn  to 
make  corn-brooms  in  three  or  four  months ; some  have  done  it  in  half  that  time. 
Those  who  have  recently  lost  their  sight,  and  who  wish  to  learn  their  trade,  should 
come  here  as  soon  as  possible;  every  month’s  delay  renders  it  more  difficult  to  learn. 

For  residents  of  the  State  the  school  is  free,  no  charge  being  made  for  board  or 
tuition  ; but  parents  and  guardians  must  provide  their  children  with  good  and  suit- 
able clothing,  and  pay  their  traveling  expenses,  and  should  also  deposit  with  the 
Steward  a small  sum  for  occasional  expenses.  For  pupils  residing  out  of  the  State 
the  terms  are  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly  in 
advance. 

The  term  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues 
forty  weeks.  The  proper  time  for  admission  is  at  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

Vacation  continues  twelve  weeks — from  the  close  of  the  term  in  June  until  the 
second  Wednesday  in  September.  Pupils  are  expected  to  spend  the  vacation  at  home, 
or  with  thair  friends. 

When  boxes  or  packages  are  sent  to  pupils,  a letter  should  at  the  same  time  be 
sent  by  mail,  stating  distinctly  how  the  same  is  to  come,  whether  by  stage  or  express, 
or  as  freight,  and  what  route.
